Pelargoniums . . . for glorious color . . . for wealth of bloom. . 
in the home garden, for potted plants, for cut flowers and corsages. 
Pelargoniums are our specialty. They are one of the most beautiful 
spring and summer flowering plants available. 

Many new varieties of Pelargoniums give the flower lover a wide 
range of striking color combinations and types. For the gardener who 
desires a large collection, here is an opportunity to satisfy his wishes. 


HELP FOR YOU IN YOUR GARDEN 


Gardening is fun, gardening is easy, if you follow a few simple rules. These suggestions 
are primarily to aid beginners. 

Ideal conditions for Pelargoniums may be satisfied in every garden. The requirements 
are not exacting, as for many plants such as azaleas, camellias and several others. 

But it is misleading to say that Pelargoniums, as often claimed, will thrive in poor soils 
with practically no care or water. Some of the oldest and most common varieties may do 
fairly well under those conditions, but the new, finer varieties need care for best results—the 
care of the average flowering plants. 


HOW TO PLANT 


The soil should be medium rich. Very heavy soil requires some sand or leafmold. Rotted 
manure is always good. On the coast and where summers are fairly cool, Pelargoniums may 
be planted in full sun or partial shade. In areas where summers are hot, partial or near shade 
give best results. The east side of a tree is perhaps the best spot for this type of shade. 

Large plants may be set out almost any time of the year. Small plants from 2¥2 inch 
pots, in areas where danger of freezing is past, should be set out in late winter or early 
spring, before the weather becomes too warm. They will soon grow into large, bushy plants, 
giving continuous spring and summer bloom. Cut off fading blossoms every few days—this 
will bring new buds and flowers from April to August, sometimes earlier and often later. 
Among varieties available are early-flowering, late-flowering, and some continuous-flowering. 


PELARGONIUMS IN POTS 


Small plants of the 22 inch size should be repotted in 4 or 5 inch pots as soon as they 
are well rooted. Good drainage at the. bottom is essential. As the plants grow, repot to 
larger containers. Partial shade is best. Pots dry out too fast in direct sun. Keep well 
watered. About every 3 weeks, give the plants a light watering of commercial liquid fertilizer 


until they are in bloom. 
WATERING 


Water all plants as soon as they are set out, no matter how wet the ground. This settles 
the soil around the plants and roots. Irrigation later should be determined on a basis of need 
and according to weather conditions. (We use the overhead sprinkling system.) 

Watering is best done in early morning or late evening. This method keeps the plants 
bright and clean, and they thrive much better when the soil has been wet all around and not 
just at the base of the plant. Plants will absorb water and breathe through the leaves. Never 
permit the soil to become completely dry. In localities where soil is very heavy, watering 


should be more moderate. 
SPRAYING 


Spray every 30 days, especially during the spring and summer. Do not wait for pests 
to appear. It is much easier to keep them away. We recommend a general all-purpose spray. 
Nicotine and pyrethrum are good. 


TRIMMING AND SHAPING 


In the fall, September is a good month to trim and shape your plants for the coming 
year. Trim them severely if you like, but always see that a few leaves are left on the plant. 
If you live where there are severe freezing temperatures, plants should be taken up and 
the roots and tops trimmed. Put the plants in containers and water well. After that, they 
will require only a small amount of water. Place the plants in a cool building or a room 
where they will not freeze. They should have light and some fresh air, but no gas fumes. 
Reset the plants as soon as the danger of freezing is past. 
Average varieties of Pelargoniums will not kill at 24 degrees—only the new growth and 
green wood will die. Most of the varieties will revive. Do not trim frost-bitten plants until 
there is considerable new growth. Some varieties will stand lower temperatures than others. 


We hope these suggestions will prove helpful. Soil and weather conditions 
vary so greatly throughout the country that it is necessary to consider the 
locality in determining the exact needs and care of any plant. Readers 
should keep this in mind for best results.

NEW 1951 AND OUTSTANDING VARIETIES 


The varieties under this heading are individually priced for strong well-established plants 


in 242" pot size. 


BALLERINA—Shell pink, apricot undertones. 
Upper petals veined from base to center 
spot of crimson. Strong grower with large 
umbels of large ruffled flowers. 50c each. 


BLACK PRINCE—Black; very velvety. Shows 
a slight dark wine undertone edging each 
petal, particularly dark at throat. Petals 
waved and curled. Strong bushy upright 
grower with strong stems that hold the 
large umbels upright. Heavy long bloomer. 
The darkest of pelargoniums. Best in par- 
tial shade. 75c each. (See page 4.) 


CARNIVAL (1951)—Rose Red. All petals 
have large elongated velvety black blotches 
with red flare. Very large umbels, heavy 
bloomer. 50c each. 

CONSPICUOUS—Shining oxblood red. Up- 
per petals waved, edged with a black hair- 
line, veining and blotches. Lower petals 
elongated black spot. Very large flowers, 
long keeping quality, long bloomer. A fine 
well-shaped plant. Well named as Con- 
spicuous. 50c each. 

COVER GIRL—Soft pink, white throat. Upper 
petals veined from base to medium sized 
deepest crimson spot. Lower petals no 
markings. Medium large round and beauti- 
fully ruffled flowers. Very free flowering. 
50c each. 

FIERY EMBERS—Black. Upper petals red 
border surrounding each petal. Lower petals 
red overlaid with black, feathering. Re- 
markable flame - like coloring. Medium 
bushy grower. Very different. 75c each. 
(See page 5.) 

FIFTH AVENUE (1951)—Black and red. We 
consider this one of the finest varieties yet 
developed, being outstanding in color and 
superior in all characteristics. The rich 
velvety red petals are heavily overlaid at 
center with a black sheen which lessens as 
it extends to outer edges giving the whole 
flower a rich iridescence. A very florifer- 
ous variety producing large umbels of very 
ruffled fluted flowers on a_ well-shaped 
plant. Has a long blooming period. This 
is a cross from Jungle Night to Conspicu-

ous, and has undoubtedly inherited the best 
qualities of each on a finer shaped plant, 
making it suitable for either garden or pot 
plant. $1.00 each. (See front cover.) 

GAY NINETIES—White. Upper petals med- 
ium sized claret blotches, feathered. Lower 
petals few broken claret lines to center. 
Ruffled. Beautiful large round glistening 
flowers. Fine as a cut flower. 5Q0c each. 

GOLDILOCKS—Light golden apricot. Upper 
petals small dark blotches, feathering. 
Lower petals no markings. Frilled. Medium 
bushy plant. We had a few plants last 
year, they sold on sight. We believe this 
is the only pelargonium having this soft 


color, the nearest to yellow. 50c each.

GRACE ARMSTRONG — White. Glistening. 


Upper petals small mallow spot and a few 
veins. Round flowers. Large and beautifully 
ruffled. Almost pure white. Good petal tex- 
ture. One of the loveliest pelargoniums. 
50c each. (See page 4.) 

GRAND SLAM—Rosy red, slight salmon 
undertone, base of lower petals with light 
marking and two or three purple lines. 
Top petals veined deep violet red from 
base to medium sized red-brown spot in 
center, flushed salmon to petal edges. 
Moderate growth, medium sized leaves. 
Color varies some throughout the season, 
but always has handsome umbels of large 
flowers with heavily waved petals. 75c 
each.

JOHN WINTERMUTE—Roaspberry rose. Vel- 
vety. Upper petals deeply colored, feath- 
ered. Petals arranged in pinwheel fashion. 
Ruffled. Edge of petals and center of flow- 
ers lighter with lilac undertone. Luxuriant 
coloring. 50c each. 

JUNGLE NIGHT—Deep maroon. Reddish buds 
darken to black and open to large flowers 
of deepest maroon, overlaid velvety black 
with a medium large velvety black petal 
center. Petals waved and curled. Strong 
upright grower, large light green leaves. 
Three to five flowers per umbel. Long 
blooming season. 50c each.

KING TUT (1951)—Rose pink. Upper petals 
large velvety black blotches flushed rosy 
red. Lower petals medium black blotches 
with rosy red flush. A very handsome 
variety. (See page 5.) No plants available 
until 1952. 


LACY FRILLS—Rose pink, flushed salmon. 
Upper petals small dark red blotches, 
feathering. Lower petals no markings. Light 
center tinged blush lavender. Undoubtedly 
the frilliest pelargonium which character- 
istic makes this variety outstanding. Low 
grower. A good pot variety. 50c each. 


LADY HARRISON—White. Semi-double. Un- 
usual red veining completely covers each 
petal. One or two petals have small red 
blotches. Large crinkled flowers. 50c each. 


MANHATTAN (1951)—Glistening ruby red. 
Upper petals medium sized black blotches 
and slight dark overlay. Lower petals less 
dark coloring. Very large ruffled flowers. 
Showy and free blooming. 75c each. (See 
page 5.) 

MARY B. QUINLAN — Deepest wine - red, 
heavily overlaid black velvet, particularly 
deep at petal center. Waved petals med- 
ium sized flowers. Bushy grower, very free 
blooming. One of the darkest. A fine pot 
plant. 50c each. 


MERLE—Orchid purple. Upper petals have 
two white blotches with fine crimson mark- 
ings. Large flower. Very heavy and long 
bloomer, resembling an orchid in every 
detail. 50c each. 

MORNING MIST (1951)—Palest lavender. 
Upper petals medium sized dark violet vel- 
vety blotches, veining. Lower petals no 
markings. Very frilly flowers on large 
umbels. 50c each. 

MOTHER’S DAY—Palest pink. Upper petals 
medium sized dark red blotches, flushed 
and veined crimson. Lower petals no mark- 
ings. Immense umbels of large beautiful 
flowers.

NORTH STAR—White tinged with palest 
lavender. Upper petals medium sized black 
blotches surrounded with a violet flush. 
Lower petals no markings. Extremely large 
frilled flowers. Medium bushy plant. 50c 
each. 

PALOMAR—Salmon pink. Upper petals med- 
ium sized red blotches, veining. Lower 
petals red veining. Frilled edges. Very rich 
coloring. Medium bushy grower. Best in 
near shade. 50Oc each. 

PINK CHAMPAGNE (1951)—Light flesh 
pink, with small dark red blotches on 
upper petals. The apricot pink buds open 
to a pastel shade and slowly turn slightly 
deeper. Extremely frilled and dainty. 
Heavy bloomer. 75c each. (See page 5.) 

PRINCESS ENA — White glistening. Upper 
petals medium velvety black blotches with 
orange red flush, feathered. Large frilled 
flowers very suitable for corsages. This 
variety has a charming dignity which puts 
it in a class by itself. 50c each. 

QUEEN OF HEARTS—Rose red. Upper petals 
deep color with medium velvety black 


blotches, surrounded by orange flush, 
veined. Lower petals no markings. One of 
the finest of bright red pelargoniums. Pro- 
fuse bloomer. Good pot plant. Long bloom- 
ing season and particularly fine in partial 
shade. 50c each. 


RAMONA—L ight glowing red flushed salmon. 
Upper petals medium sized brownish black 
blotches, surrounded by orange flush. Lower 
petals no markings. Very frilly. Extra large 
umbels. A bold colorful variety. Free 
bloomer. 50c each. 


RAY KELLOGG — Pale pink flushed straw- 
berry. Small maroon spot in lower petals. 
Top petals heavily veined from base to vel- 
vety black blotch, overlaid strawberry. 
Large umbels of handsome large flowers 
with a narrow near-white ruffled border. 
This is one of the finest. 50c each. 


RHAPSODY — Salmon flushed pink. Upper 
petals velvety crimson to pink edge. Lower 
petals slight red veining. Light center. 
All petals waved and fluted. A fine tri- 
color variety. 50c each. 


ROYAL ROBE—Ruby dark red. Light straw- 
berry center and edges. Large frilled flow- 
ers. The velvet sheen and rich coloring 
makes this the most appropriately named 
of all pelargoniums. Profuse bloomer from 
April to December. Our favorite. 50c each. 


SNOW BIRD—White. Upper petals small 
mallow blotches, slightly veined. Lower 
petals no markings. Intriguingly beautiful 
large wavy flowers. Medium size bushy 
plant. 50c each. 


TORNADO (1951)—Light rosy red slight 
salmon undertones. Upper petals velvety 
black edged rosy red. Lower petals slight 
dark mark. Base of all petals light with 
lavender wash. Very showy. 75c each.

VALENTINE GIRL—Softest apricot or shell 
pink. Top petals veined deepest crimson 
to small red spot, salmon flushed in center. 
Very large flowers. One of the choicest. 
50c each. (See page 4.) 

WALTZTIME—Lavender orchid. Upper petals 
medium sized to deep violet blotches, vein- 
ing. Lower petals clear orchid. Large um- 
bels of very ruffled large flowers held well 
above foliage. Much surpasses all others 
in this color in growth habits and flower 
characteristics. 50c each. 

WHITE SWAN—White. Upper petals very 
small rosy violet blotches, slight veining. 
Lower petals no markings. Extra large 
frilled flowers in large clusters. Very at- 
tractive. Medium bushy grower. A _ nice 
pot variety. We consider this variety to be 
the finest of all whites and one of the 
finest of all pelargoniums.

ZULU KING—Rosy red, lilac undertone to- 
ward petal edges. Heavily veined from base 
to velvety brown - black spot in center, 
flushed salmon. Top petals very dark. 
Bushy grower, very large flowers, free 
blooming.

ALADDIN—Vivid orange red. Upper petals 
large velvety black red blotches, lower 
petals no markings. Frilled edges. Large 
umbels. Very colorful and free flowering. 


ALICE EASTWOOD—Rose-pink. Upper petals 
medium sized deep red velvety blotches, 
veined. Lower petals red pencilling. Waved. 
Bushy growth. Large flowers. 

ALOHA—Dark wine red. Upper petals deep 
wine red, all petals have black velvety 
blotches. Extremely attractive red, long 
heavy bloomer, medium size bushy plant. 

AMANDA—Crange red-scarlet, white center. 
Very unusual coloring, bright ..and showy. 

AMBROSIA (or Graf Zeppelin)—Salmon pink. 
Upper petals dark brownish red blotches, 
flushed orange. Lower petals feathered 
with red. Strong grower. Large umbels of 
very large flowers. 

AVALON—Pale pink. Upper petals dark red 
blotches, with rose flush, veined. Lower 
petals no markings. Large flowers, frilled, 
very dainty. A fine variety. 

BLUE BOY (or Charlotte Brice)—Orchid blue. 
Upper petals slight blotches, light edge. 
Good coloring. Only one like this. 

BLUE DAWN—Light orchid blue. Slight dark 
marks on upper petals. Light center. 

BLUE MABEL—Deep blue orchid. Upper 
petals slight blotches. Excellent for mass 
coloring effect. Very hardy. Stands heat 
well. 

BLOSSOMTIME—wWhite. Flushed delicate 
pink. Upper petals medium sized dark red 
blotches, flushed red, veined. Lower petais 
no markings. Extremely large umbels of 
very ruffled large flowers. 


BRILLIANTINO—Orange red. Upper petals 


medium sized brown red blotches, flushed’ 


red. Lower petals small brownish blotches. 
Very colorful and fine bloomer. 

BURGUNDY—Deep wine red, overlaid velvety 
black from base of petals. Each petal 
edged with an almost black hairline. Ruf- 
fled. 

BURLESQUE—Rose pink. Upper petals veined 
and slightly blotched red, white edge and 
throat. Vigorous grower. Large flowers with 
waved and curled petals. 

CHRISTIE—Pelest pink. Upper petals medium 
sized dark red blotches, flushed raspberry. 
Lower petals smali raspberry blotches. En- 
tire flower veined in red. Large beautiful 
flowers. 

CITY OF OAKLAND—White. Large glisten- 
ing flowers. Top petals veined from base 
medium rose-violet. A fine new broad 
petaled white. 

CONTRAST — Pink. Upper petals medium 
sized dark red blotches, flushed red. Lower 
petals pink with slight lavender undertone, 
no markings. Large ruffled flowers, free 
bloomer. 

CORONADO—Cerise Pink. Upper petals 
medium sized dark red blotches. Lower 
petals no markings. White center. Ruffled 


in a different manner and a startlingly 
beautiful variety. Upright bushy grower, 
large umbels, free flowering. 


CRIMSON GLORY — Satiny crimson. Upper 
petals medium dark red blotches. White 
center covered with dark red feathering 
from all biotches. Very ruffled. 

DARK SPRINGTIME—Ros2 red. Large white 
center with slight lavender wash, petals 
bordered white. Some petals have slight 
feathering. Ruffled. 

DIENER’S GIANT—Deep pink. Upper petals 
small dark red blotches with rose flush, 
feathered. Lower petals no markings. Very 
large flowers. 

DUCHESS OF CORNWALL—Red. Each petal 
has black blotches. White ruffled edges, 
veined. Large flowers. Excellent bloomer. 

DUCHESS OF KENT—wWhite. Upper petals 
slight mallow purple feathering. Very large 
ruffled flowers. One of the finest whites. 

EDITH CAVELL—Blush white with a rich 
crimson maroon blotch and heavy veining 
on each petal. A heavy and long bloomer. 

EL DORADO — Orange. Upper petals small 
dark red blotches feathered to center. 
Lower petals no markings. Lavender pink 
center and petal edges. Frilled. Low spread- 
ing habits. 

EMPRESS (Empress of Russia)—-Dark maroon, 
a rich velvety black. Each petal with a 
very dark center and white edging. An 
excelient dark, different and showy va- 
riety. 

ETHELYN—Scarlet red. Orange undertones. 
Center and edge of petals lilac. Upper 
petals slight markings. Different from all 
other reds because of a slightly iridescent 
appearance. 

EVENING—Lavender. Upper petals medium 
sized dark violet blotches, veining. Lower 
petals no markings. Has a large white 
center. Frilled. Tall bushy grower. 

FORTUNE—Shocking pink. Orange buds 
change to pink as they open. Upper petals 
small dark red blotches. Lower petals no 
markings. Very frilled. Heavy bloomer. 

GRANDMA . FISHER — Deep salmon. Upper 
petals pencilled and has dark brownish 
black blotches. Large flowers, waved petals. 
This is one for distinct color. A grand old 
variety. 

HARRIETTE—Dark crimson. Prominently 
veined maroon black. All petals overlaid 
deep violet at center. Edged with a narrow 
rose-lilac border. Low bushy grower. Out- 
standing pot plant. 

JULIET—White slightly flushed pink. Upper 
petals Indian red to black feathering. 
Lower petals slight red pencilling. Large 
ruffled flowers in large umbels. Most 
distinct and attractive. 

LADY LESLIE—La France pink. Upper petals 
large dark red blotches, veined. Edge of 
petals frilled. Large flowers. Long lasting 
as cut flower. 


LITTLE RASCAL—Pale lilac. Upper petals 
medium sized maroon blotches, flushed 
rosy violet, veined. Lower petals no mark- 
ings. Small pansy type. Blooms profusely. 
Excellent pot plant. 


LOWELL—Vivid red. Medium sized velvety 
black blotches on each petal. Large ruffled 
flowers. Very fine in late fall. 

MABEL—Rose. Upper petals velvety black 
red, pale edging. Lower petals small dark 
red marking and few flecks. White center. 
Good color combination. Very attractive. 


MARIE ROBER—Megenta purple. Velvety 
black blotches on all petals. Very ruffled. 
One of the darkest and always in demand. 


MARIE VOGEL—Salmon red. Upper petals 
medium sized red black blotches, feath- 
ered. Lower petals no markings. Frilled. 
Always admired. 


MARY ELIZABETH—Soft salmon rose. Upper 
petals slight red feathering. Edge of petals 
pale. White towards center. Unusually 
dainty, exquisite coloring. 


MASTERPIECE—Strawberry. Each petal large 
brown black blotches, veining extending 
to outer edges. Very large flowers. Rich 
coloring of oval petals arranged with a 
simplicity of design. 

MISTY ROSE—Light magenta. Upper petals 
medium sized dark blotches. This variety 
has color that really stands out. Lovely 
large frilled flowers. Very good bloomer. 

MRS. MARY BARD—wWhite. Upper petals 
slight maroon feathering. Lower petals 
maroon pencilling. Almost pure white. 
Early and long bloomer. 

ORANGE SAL—Orange salmon. Upper petals 
medium sized black blotches. Lower petals 
crimson eyes. Frilled. Dazzlingly beautiful. 
A long free bloomer. 

PINK CHARMS—Rosy pink. Upper petals 
medium sized dark brown blotches, flushed 
orange, veined. Lower petals soft pink, 
bright at throat. Flowers ruffled. Bushy 
grower and profuse bloomer. We sold out 
early last year. Admired for its fine color- 


ing. 

PINK GARDENER’S JOY—Rosy pink. Upper 
petals medium dark red blotches. Lower 
petals pink, two faint lines to center. 
Large flowers. Ruffled and frilled. Very 
beautiful. 

RAINBOW—Orange. Upper petals small 
brown red blotches veined to white center. 
Lower petals no markings. Center light 
tinged pale blue. Very large flowers. Slight- 
ly frilled. 

RED VELVET—Deep wine red, overlaid vel- 
vety black, veined black from base to large 
velvety black blotches in petal center. All 
petals waved. Redder than Mary B. Quin- 
lan or Jungle Night. Free bloomer. Fine 
pot plant. 


SALMON SPRINGTIME—Salmon rose. Upper 
petals small dark red blotches, slight vein- 
ing. White center and edge. All petals 
flecked irregularly with small white spots. 
Very ruffled. 


SENORITA—Salmon red. Upper petals large 
satiny dark red blotches. Lower petals dark 
red eyes. Center and edges soft pink. Prob- 
ably the best in its color group. Showy. 


SHASTA—White. Upper petals slight broken 
mallow purple pencilling on some of the 
flowers while others are pure white. Comes 
nearest to being pure white variety. Always 
scarce. 


SILVER LINING—Lavender. Each petal large 
black blotches with rosy flush, light silvery 
edges. This attractive variety is indeed well 
named and is very popular. 


SPRING SONG—Light pink. Upper petals 
medium sized dark red blotches, flushed 
crimson, veined. Lower petals slight crim- 
son feathering. White center. Long bloom- 
ing season. Quantities of extra large umbels 
of waved flowers. 


SPRINGTIME—Light pink. White throat and 
edges. Very ruffled. A popular variety. 


STAR DUST—Palest lilac. Upper petals vel- 
vety medium sized violet blotches feath- 
ered to center. Lower petals no markings. 
Very ruffled. Extremely beautiful glisten- 
ing flowers. 

SURPRISE—Deep rich salmon. Upper petals 
medium sized velvety brown black blotches. 
Lower petals no markings. Unusually color- 
ful.  Frilly. 

THUNDERCLOUD—Dark purple. All petals 
black blotches, veined, and lavender edges. 
Ruffled. An excellent dark variety and fully 
deserving of its highly descriptive name. 

TROUBADOR—Pale lilac. Upper petals large 
deep violet blotches, flushed rosy violet, 
edges lilac. Lower petals slight purple 
flecks.

COLOMBINE—Double spreading corolla rho- 
damine purple, tubes and upturned sepals 
white. Medium sized flowers of good con- 
trast coloring. 50c each. 

CREOLE—The large double corolla is ox- 
blood with overtones of maroon. The rich 
hue is enhanced by surrounding petals of 
darkest crimson matching the long tube 
and sepals in color. Upright or hanging.

One of the 
most striking and popular. 


MERLE HODGES——Double large corolla soft 
powder blue, lightly veined and outside 
petals flushed fuchsia pink. Some of the 
petals are scalloped. Medium tube and 
broad, upturned sepals are rosy red. Low 
spreading bush or best displayed in a 
hanging basket. One of the finest. Best 
in coastal areas or during cool months in 
warmer sections. 50c each. (See page 17.) 


MISS CALIFORNIA (Hodges)——Single to semi- 
double white, faintest pink glow inside 
corolla, light pink veining near base of 
petals. Short tube and broad, long-pointed 
upturned sepals medium pink, shaded 
deeper pink. While there are a number of 
pink-and-white fuchsias in commerce, Miss 
California will top most of them, with its 
beautiful two-toned pink buds and great 
abundance of medium large flowers.

FUCHSIA CULTURE 


Fuchsias may be grown in practically any wind-protected place provided they get protec- 


tion from direct sun during hot midday hours. 


In the ground or in pots they prefer partly 


sheltered location; this could be the east side of a building, under high-branched trees, in 
filtered sunlight or in a lath house. As to soil condition, the first consideration is good drain- 
age, break up the soil well. To provide the humus and acid condition necessary, thoroughly 


mix plenty of leaf mold with either well rotted manure or compost into the soil. 


For pot 


mixture add some sand. in warm weather Fuchsias need plenty of water, overhead sprinkling 


is advised.

CULTURE 


Carnations will do well in a wide range of soil conditions. Three parts loam to one part 
rotted manure with a little bone meal added makes a good mixture. Good drainage is abso- 
lutely necessary and they enjoy a sunny location. Keep plants pinched back until many shoots 
have developed from the base of the plants. To produce large flowers, disbud so that only 


one bud remains on each stem.
